Letters written with diſſolved Alum, &c. 
are not diſcernable until the Paper be dipt in

By 
SPEAKING, by WRITING, or by SIGNS 
and GESTURES. Words are, or ought to be 
the Pifture of Conceptions, as Letters are the 
Images of Words, the Tongue ſpeaks to tht Ear, 
but the Geſture to the Eye, &c. As King JAMES 
clegantly expreſt ir. 

To each of thoſe three ways of diſcourſe, 
human Policy hath added, a deceipt, wiz.

ed practicable. He that reads Argile's long

Biſhop W.Ikins himſelf condemns the folly 
of propoſing, and credulity of believing fuch 
Propoſitions for Secret Information: Peing, the 
Species of ſound, are multiplyed in the Air, by a 
kind of Continuation, and Effiux from the firſt 
ORIGINAL, as the Species of Light from a 
Luminous Body : either of which once ſeparated 
fem ther CAUSES do preſently vaniſh, &c. 

But tho no Engine can be tramed to preſerve 
the Voice ; yet there are ſeveral Improvements 
in dretting it, as by peaking Trumpets. The 
Emperor everns toirin'd the North of England, 
againſt the Incurſions of the Scors and Pitts, 
with a Wall extending from Carliſle to the Ri- 
ver Time, the Wall had Towers at every miles- 
end, and berwixt every Tower, there were 
{mall Watch Houſes at a convenient diſtance 
one from ancther, and berween theſs Warch- 
Houſes a Trunk or Pipe of Brats paſſed in the 
Curtains of the Wall, to that in a ſhort time,

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all thoſe in the Towers had notice of any ap- 
proaching Enemy, as Cambden relates ; but this 
was rather a Contrivance for Swift than Secre 
Intelligence.

Demaratw, King of Sparta, bei 
upon ſuſpicion of Baſtzrdy, bi his Na- 
tive Country, and received into the Perſian 
Court, betrayed the Counſels of Xerxes, to his 
Country-men inthis manner, He cut out the Se- 
cret — in 4 Tablet of Wood, and then co- 
wered the Letters with Wax, and ſent it by one 
of his Servants unto the Magiſtrates of Lacede- 
mon, who knew not at firſt what ro make of it; 
they could ſce nothing written, and yer could 
not imagine, bur that it ſhould import ſome- 
thing ot moment. Bur at laſt the Kings Siſter 
having accidentally diſcovered the Writing un- 
der the Wax, and the Writing the Intentions 
of Xerxes, to make War upon Greece ; the Gre- 
cians were ſo well ourided the the War, That 
they gave a defeat ro an Army of 3235220 
Men, according to the Hiſtorian's Computa- 


tion. 

Hamilcar feigning himſelf to be baniſhed by 
the Carthaginians, was kindly received by Alex- 
ander the Great, and in the fame manner gave 
notice of his Intentions. 

I meet with ſeveral Improvements of this

Having already taken notice of ſeveral ways 
of Secret Writing, that would never havegiven 
ground for Suſpicion, it fuch Mcthods had not 
been firſt made Publick, much of the wonder 
now cealcs. The Laced emonian Sceytale, F ulins 
and Awguſtnss Inventions of Secrecy by Tran|- 
poſition of Letters : The Invention of new Alpoa- 
bets, in thort none of the old Inventions ot Se- 
cret Writinz had this Requiſite, and before 
Trithemius imployed his time that way, very 
few or none ever thought of Prev. nm; Suſpt- 
cron 11 Secret Ihrit: nz, Or of the pO 1bthry of it; 
and belides, the Arr of De ecypherimg was then al- 
together unknown; fo that there might be ſome 
appearance of icafon for his roo conhdent Af- 
ſ::tion; but That it was no way anſwerable 
Eve then ro the ttrels he laid upon it, will I 
hope apvcar. 

Tholz particular Methods that in great Pro- 
bability he reters to, in the Words cited, have 
nothing but hard Word: to guard them againſt 
diſcovery, the Invention hath little of extraor- 
dinary contrivance zi it; toritisonly by make- 
ng the firit Lene's in the exterior Letter ſerve 
to cxprels the inwaid meaning, as have ob- 
ſerved, pag.

one, &c. 

All which are very Labcrious to write, and 
very eaſily decyphered, if ſuſpected. 

Now that this Method of Secret Writing, 
was the Sulbze&t of Trithemiuss firit Fook of 
Steganography , there are good Arguments.

1. Jt is publiſhed in a Book entitl'd Clavis 
Steganegraphie that gocs under Tritbemins his
